NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Is it beyond the practicable to look for the inauguration at our Synagogues 
of congregational practice of the service music ? We have little hope from 
mere requests to members to learn the tunes at home. The more musical 
will probably still sneer and stay away, jut if the congregants (especially 
the regiments of music-taught young women with their readiness to join and 
to work, as evidenced in non-Jewish organisations of the kind) could be induced 
to meet periodically to study the music and to practise it together, we should 
have a body of trained singers singing in their own places in synagogue. That 
is the plan by which many churches have secured excellent singing, and it 
noticeably obtains with Presbyterian congregations who have no organ. The 
attendance is sure to be increased, if a week-day interest in synagogue 
matters is thus induced and kept up. Why should Jews disregard sources 
of religious enthusiasm only to encourage the * business” side of communal 
organisation ? But to get any Board of Management to see that accounts 
are not their only work is indeed a labour of time. 

The ranks of the lecturers, or rather readers of Papers, at the meetings of 
the Jews’ College Literary Society received a welcome addition on Sunday 
last, when Mr. J. Heckscher read a Paper on Dr. Sanders, the eminent Ger- 
man lexicographer. This was the first appearance as a lecturer on any 
platform by Mr. Heckscher, who has long been a well-known and popular figure 
in the journalist circles of London, chiefly as a representative of Reuter’s in 
the Parliamentary * Gallery.” ~ His professional popularity has been marked 
by his eleetion ais President of the Gallery Committee, ais a member at the 
Committee of the Press Club, and more particulariy as a member of the 
Committece of the Press Fund. Dr, Sanders, the subject of Mr. Heckscher’s 
Paper, is not precisely the Dr. Johnson of Germany, but resembles him in 
literary aptitude, and in acquaintance with the learning of his time, a very 
different epoch. Scareely second to his invaluable contributions to Ger- 
man lexicography, are his works on Greek_literature ; and his few translations 
from the Hebrew are gems of composition. Such a man is a living rebuke to the 
anti-Semitic craze which still shows sporadic existence in Germany. 
We announce this week that the Rev. S. Singer will deliver an address 
at the South Place Institute, known to a former generation as Fox's Chapel, 
and now the centre of the disciples of * Ethical Culture ;” the subject of the 
lecture being ** The Jews in their Relations to other Races.” In consenting 
to give this Jewish exposition of the relations of Jews to their neighbours 
Mr. Singer is following the excellent example set by Professor Marks and 
the Rev. Morris Joseph. Equally beneficial in its effect is the extending 
practice on the part of Jewish Provincial ministers of lending their services 
as lecturers to the societies attached to various non-Jewish institutions. It 
isa mistake to take too much for granted, and those who have oppor- 
tunities of judging are well aware to what extent prejudices exist which our 
hopes cannot of themselves banish, and which require to be removed by the 
effort of those who are trusted in our own community and who can speak with 
authority to the members of other denominations. The eagerness with which 
the lectures of Jewish ministers are welcomed places within the reach of those 
‘who are judicious in the selection and treatment of their subjects opportuni- 
ties of sowing much good and useful seed from which, in time, must’ result 
abundant harvest of that generous feeling, the value of which, when coming 
from others, isonly equalled by the response which can*be prepared for it 
within our own ranks, 


We notice with satisfaction the reports which reach us of the proceedings 
of Jewish literary societies in provincial congregations. The “ Mutual 
Improvement ” Society is a comparatively recent addition to the list of our 
communal institutions and is particularly welcome in the provinces, where it 
strengthens the synagogue at the side of which it is reared, fosters interest in 

the local congregation, and fits its younger members for the intelligent 
administration of communal offices. Under the liberal influence of education 
it knits together members of all classes whose union is so vital a necessity to 
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the well-being of country congregations and among whom friction and not 


union is too often exhibited. It affords to foreign young men means of 
Anglicisation, such as a rule they are not slow to appreciate, and where the 
minister is an honorary officer it yields him opportunities which the pulpit 
does not, and the reading desk cannot, of establishing happy personal 
influence among his congregation. 


Still more beneficial is the example set by the poor Russian and Polish 
Jews residing in Dublin. It ought to be followed in every place where there is 
a foreign Jewish population. As we reported in our last issue, they held a 
meeting with the object of establishing reading and lecture rooms, being 
extremely anxious to raise their educational status and thus assimilate them- 
selves to their English coreligionists. It is almost impossible to give too 
much praise to the men who have initiated such a movement and who, we 
are told, belong to the poorest class. Feeling, no doubt, that they are 
hampered in their struggle to earn a livelihood by their ignorance of the 
vernacular, and that their habits and customs are dissimilar from those of the 
people among whom they dwell, they have themselves thought out the best 
means of remedying these defects and have taken steps to adopt them. It 
speaks well for the energy and self-reliance of our brethren in Dublin that 
they have not waited for others to help them but have determined to help 
themselves, We are so accustomed to treating the poorer classes as 
children, to thinking and to acting for them, that these independent doings 
of the Dublin Jews come like a healthy breath of revivifying air, and we feel 
that the possessors of sueh good sense and energy are bound to succeed in the 
battle of life.

In Mr. Robertson Nicoll’s interesting life of “ James Macdonell, 
Journalist,” recently published by Messrs. Hodder and Stoughton, we find 
the active personal attention which the late Mr. J. M. Levy and the present 
Mr. Edward Lawson gave to the editing of the Daily Telegraph, when that 
paper was in the making, recorded. They were not merely the capitalists. 
Macdonell writes in 1865, ** The Messrs. Levy are themselves the editors of 
the paper ; but tiring of so mach work, they wish to train a man to occupy 
their own place.” A little later he says, “I shall sit-with Mr. Levy (Edward) 
and be his confidential helper.” “ Already I choose the subjects for 
the leaders, and indicate what [I think should be the line of comment—subject, 
of course, to the revision of Mr. Levy.” It is satisfactory to find the brilliant 
young journalist writing to an intimate friend, “ my principals treat me with 
the most marked kindness, indulgence, and confidence.” After this it was 
hardly to be expected that he would appreciate with so much gusto Carlyle’s 
coarse and ungrateful description of Lord Beaconsfield, as * a cursed old Jew, 
not worth his weight in cold bacon.” But this was one of the amenities of 
political criticism uttered in the ardour of the crusade against the unspeakable 
Turk, when the Bulgarian atrocity agitation had inflamed the minds of such 
men as Macdonell and Carlyle, and had revived their prejudices.

We are requested to direct attention t» the serious condition of the Funds of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, owiog to the recent insufficient response to the appeal 
of the President, Mr. Benjamin L, Cohen, who has issued the following circulare 
l-tter to the members of the Board :—

Sth January, 1890, 

Dear Sir,—As there is no basiners of importanca on the agenda, I have not 
liked to trouble my colleagues to attend a meeting of the Board next Monday, 

At the same time it is necessary to point out that the work of the Board in 
every one of its departments is being carried on with the activity always neceseary 
at this time of year. All the sub-committees have met regularly on their fixed 
days, and the pressure on the Industrial and Relief Committees has been recantly 
particularly severe, At the Rota on the 2nd, there were upwards of one hundred 
cases relieved. 

Although there is nothing of importance which would justify me in convening 
a meeting of the Board, I am obliged to call the attention of members to the state 
of our Fands. | 

Many of my colleagues will recollect the anxiety which has been caused during 
the tummer and early autamn, when our resources have been exhausted without 
any power to replenish them, Unless the reaponte to our appeal comes in pretty 
fully during the first months of the winter, there is little hope of replenishing our 
exchequer till the appeal of the following year is issued. This year we have not 
been favoured by the assistance of collections from as many members of the Board 
as have in the past rendered this valuable service. 

The sickness which prevails throughout the metropolis rages with rarticular 
severity amongst the poor in the East, and our weekly expenditure has therefore 
been of late exceptionally heavy. 

I am sure that if every member of our Board would exercise his personal influ- 
ence (as some have already done) on behalf of our appeal, the response would be 
both ready and generous, so that .I trust my colleagues will forgive me if I urge 
them to advocate our claims wherever and whenever possible.

THE FOUNDATION OF A LARGE SYNAGOGUE AND PROVIDENT 
INSTITUTION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—With much interest I read the details you gave in your last issue of the 
scheme for the above in the East of London, | 

What struck me (and doubtless, also, many of your readers) very forcibly, was 
this. Where is the scheme for establishing a Sick Society that is most essential to 
the prosperity of our working classes! Sur-ly it will be admitted, “ prevention is 
better than cure,” i¢., prevention of death is better than—the ultimate cause of all 
diseases—death itself, It scems that, as the scheme at present stands, that all 
families in future will have to do, is when any of their members are taken ill, pray 
for the demise of the patient, in order to obtiin monetary assistance. This, f 
venture to think, is far from the intention of the promotera of the proposed Provi- 
dent Association, 

Now, Sir, as (9 the erection of the proposed syaagogue. Thia,t> my mind, is 
superfluous, as at the present tim», if a man wishes togo toa synagogue, there are 
plenty in the immediate vicinity where he may reside, which he may ent>r without 
fear of being turned out for want of s*ating accommodation, 

i admit thisis not the case on the H gh Festivals; but sarely for these three 
days there can be no necessity to spend so large a sum as proposed, when halls for 
the purpose required cin be rented. Let anyone take a walk round the neighbour- 
hood on any Sabbath or an ordinary festival, and my words will be confirmed

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SIR ALBERT SASSOON, BART. C.S.L 


We are gratified to announce that the Queen has been pleased to eon- 
fer the dignity of a Baronetcy of the United Kingdom on Sir Albert 
Sasscon, Knight, Companion of the Star of India. 

Sir Albert David Abdullah Sassoon, the head of the famous house of 
David Sassoon and Co., the * Rothschilds of the East,” is the eldest son of 
the late David Sassoon, of Bombay, and was born in the sear 1817. His 
family is one of the nob'est Jewish families in the Fast. Ta the early part 
of the last century Sir Aibert’s grandfather was resident in Bagdad, where he 
held the office of State Treasurer, and was the Ciief of the Jewish comm- 
nity in Mesopotamia, with the title of Nassi, or Prince of the Captivity. 
What this dignity meant, and how high was the position hell by its boarer 
not alone amouvg Jews Lut aso among Mahomedaus, was mentioned by us 
in our last issue in connection with Dr. Gaster’s lee ure wherein he quotes 
Benjamin of Tudela’s accouut of the Nassi, whom he encountered during his 
visi, to Bagdad. David Sassoon was born in 1792, snd after having 
engaged in commerce for several years at Bagdad ho left that town in 1832 
and set.led in Boubay. There he ex ended his mercantile operations ia every 
direction, embracing the principal markets of Mesopotamia on the one band, 
and those of India, China and Japan on the other. David Sassoon, how- 
ever, did not rest content with his rank as one of the greatest merchant 
princes of the East ; he obtained even still greater fame as a ph lanthropist. 
His munificence, from which the fol owers of the many religions that bave 
found a home in Bombay have reaped immense benefits, was practically ua- 
bounded. In this respect his mantle has fallen on worthy eboulders, for 
with Sir Albert Sassoon, no le:s than with his brothers, the dispensation of 
charity in every form amounts almost to a passion. The new baronet, who 
received a European education, has also inherited the commercial ability of 
his father ; and thus, both as a successful merchant and a philanthropist of 
wide and unsectarian sympathies, he has justly won renown in India as well 
as in England, and particu’arly in London and Brighton, where his two 
homes in this country are situated. 

When the history of the development of Bombay and of its many 
benevolent institutions comes to be written, the historian will but i!l perform 
his ta:k if he doesnot give full prominence to the great share taken thereia 
hy Sir Albert Sasseon, The Sassoon Dock, constracted by his firm, was 
the first instance of a wet dock ever built in Westera Tulia, and it eneou- 
raged the Bombay Government to te the carrying out of the larce 
Prince's Dock, which hae considerably oproved the econmere a! facilities 
of the port. In other respeets Sir Aibert has greatly essisted in forwarding 
the public works of Bombay, and'in beautifying the city. Ue has presented 
its Town Hall with a magnificent organ, and as a memorial of the Prince of 
W ales’s visit to Lndia in 1875-6, he alorned its most commanding site with 
a colossal equestrian statue of his Royal Hghness by Mr. Bochm, 
R.A. A model of this statue was, exhibited at the Intian and 
Colonial Exhibition, held at South Kensingion. The statue to the memory 
of the late Prince Consort in the Victoria and Albert Muceum at Bowbay 
is also the gilt of the Sassoons. Sir Albert Sassoon’s benevulence has 
largely taken the form of the promotion of education among every class an4 
creed. To his persistent encouragewent is mainly dae th: erection of ‘the 
Elphinstone High School, which was opened early in the last decade by the 
then Governor of Bowhbar, dir James Ferguson. Sir Albert had promised 
a contribution of a lic of rupees towards the cost of the building, in grate- 
ful commemoration of the recovery of the Prince of Wales from his dangerous 
illness, but the Government were prevented, throngh want of funds, from 
completing the work, and delayed its execution until the visit of the Duke of 
Edinburgh to India. Sir Albert Sassoon, whose intense loya ty is an ther 

reat trait in his character, then offered an additional half lac of rupees, pro- 
vided the building were proceeded with immediately. This condition was 
faithfully carried oat, and the School which confers a high c'ass education 
on handreds of youths of all denominations, has taken its proper place as 
one of the chief ornaments of Bombay, 

We have thus far spoken of Sir Albert's geneval benefactions. Asa 
thoroughly consistent Jew he, with the rest of his family, has not forgotten 
the special claims which his own co religionists have upon his ever open 
purse. In Bombay the David Sassoon Benevolent Institution, which, 
contrary to the impression that might te given of its nature by its title, is a 
school, has been the means of giving an excellent Hebrew and secular 
education to many hundreds of Jewish childien. Tois establishment effords 
proof of the removal, to a great extent, of the barriers which long separated 
the Beni-Israel from the Arab, or so called pure, Jews, by the fact that its 
head-master, Mr. Moses Ezekiel, is a member of the former community. The 
pupils both of this school and of the school of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, which is attended by the children of the Beni-Israel, regard as red- 
letter days in the scholastic year the treats given to them at Sir Albert 
Sassoon’s beautiful mansion, Sans Souci, by Lady Sassoon, who, unable to 
stand the severity of European winters, has continued to make India her 
home. The Jews in Bagdad, the cradle of the Sassoons, are 
also among the recipients of Sir Albert’s bounty. The school 
there of the Alliance Israelite Universelle was erected at his 
expense and presented together with the site to that institution. 
There ia little need for us to remind the readers of the Jewish 
Chronicle of the munificent support given by Sir Albert and his 
brothers to our home institutions. There is scarcely a donation list 
published in our columns in which the names of the Sassoons do not figure 
tor considerable amounts. HExtensiveas the correspondence of so great a 
fim: must naturally be, it is swollen to a considerable degree by the numerous 
appeals in various Oriental languages, that almost daily reach the counting.

On Sunday last the monthly meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation was held ‘at the Bayswater Jewish Schools, Harrow Road. There were present : 
Mr. B.Kisch, in the Chair ; Rev. A. Lowy, Dr. M. Davis, Messrs. Charles Davis, Conrad 
J. Davis, B. A. Elkin, H. A. Franklin, F. B. Halford, C. S. Henry, H. Landau, H. G. 
Lousada, F. H. Harvey-Samuel, Daniel Schlos:, D. F. Sch'oss, and, Oswald J. Simon. 

Letters were read from the Lord Mayor and the Gfand Rabbi of France, 
acknowledging votes of congratulation passei at previous meetings of the 
Council. 

A letter was read from Mr. Lucien Wolf, resigning his membership of the 
Executive Comwittee, 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Executive Committee were sorry to lose the ser- 
vices of Mr. Wolf, and after due consideration had resolved to recommend the 
Council to elect Mr. Joseph Jacobs, B.A., to fill the vacancy. Mr. Jacobs hed ren- 
dered important services to the Association and to the community, and he would 
certainly be an acquisition to the Executive Committee. It was resolved that the 
recommendation of the Executive Committee should be adopter, 

A letter was real from the Honorary Secretary of the Bradford Branch, 

inting out that arrangements had been made for holding mee'ings at Leeds and 

radford, at which representatives of the Council had been invited to attend. In order 
that the Association should be represented at both meetings, it was arranged that the 
meeting at Leeds should have been held during the morning of the 15th inst., and 
that at Bradford in the afternoon. At the last moment the officers of the Leeds 
Branch had altered the arrangements in such a manner as to make it irapossible 
for the meeting at Bradford to take place. The Bradford Committee would attend 
the meeting at Leeds, and proposed to hold a separate meeting at a later date. 

The Report of the Executive Comm tee was real, and comprised the following 
subjects: — 

BRANCHES.—Remittances have been received from Leeds and Toronto. 

FIRE AT PHILIPPOPOLIS.—The Head Master of the Philippopolis School has 
appealed for relief on behalf of a number of Jewish tradesmen whose places of 
business and stock-in-trade were destroyed in a fire which took place at ' Philippo- 
polis towards the end of November. The loeses of Jews alone exceed 100,000 francs, 
and as a consequence several families, formerly in comfortable circumstances, have 
been reduced to misery. Small shopkeep2:s have been the great st sufferers. The 
Executive Committee have informed M. Louria that the Association is precluded 
from employing its funds for eleemosynary purposes, but that publicity would be 
given to his appeal. 

EMIGRATION TO THE ARGENTINE Repvsiic.—Wr. David Hassan, of Buenos 
Ayres, has sent a lengthy letter to the Association (confirming the statements made 
in the Jewish Chronicle by Rabbi Joseph of Buenos Ayres), relative to the hardships 
endured by the poor Jewish emigrants to the Argentine Republic. Mr. Hassan 
urged that the Asso-iations in London and Paris should pat a stop to unsys’ematic 

emigration, particularly since such of the emigrants as have means are fleeced by 
self-appointed agents ia Europe ; and he further recommended that a minister 
should be sent out as a missionary to look after the interests of settlers in the 
Argentine. The Executive Committee isin correspondence on this subject with 
the Alliance Isra¢lite, with a view toa stop baing pat to the presont uosystematic 
emigration, and to the allezed frauds practised on Jewish emigrants. 

Morocco.—A letter from the Foreign Office, with reference to the complaint 
of certain Jews at Saffi, states: “ It appears from the report received from the 
British Vice-Consul at that plac*, tha; Samuel Levy has been releasre!, and that 
the grievances of all the parties have been inquired into and settled by the com- 
petent authorities, The matter, therefore, does not now seem to be of soserious a 
nature as it appeared when first represented to his Lordship.”—Ia a letter reveived 
fron the Honorary Secretary of the Tangier Braoch, the writer reports: “ The 
Sultan has given evident proofs of his benevolence and sympathy towards our 
brethren, Commenciog with the visit at Shechouan, his Majesty panished severely 
his Moorish subjects for the outrage committedon our brethrene ght months ago, 
getting from them a goodindemnity which was handed to the Jews. Tis fact was 
published everywhere, and did a great deal of good. At Tetuan, his Majesty gave 
a very cordial reception to the Jewa, and recommended them strongly to th: 
Governor to be most careful in administering justice. At Tangier the Jewish com- 
munity presented the Sultan withan address ia Hebrew, which was mach admired 
by his Majesty, who gave them a loagand very cordial aaliense ia preferenc: to 
the Moors of this town.” 

SCHOOLS IN THE East.—The Philippojolis Boys’ School is attended by 218 
pupils. The Head Master declares the moral influence exercised by the School to be 
enormous. The relations between the Jewish and the Christian populations are 
excellent, and will be further strengthened by the admission of Jewish pupils into 
the Gymnasium, and by the military service which Jews have to perform in common 
with Christians.—The letters which during the past summer were sent to Jewish 
notables in Teheran with the view to the establishmest of a* Jewish ssho lin that 
town, have elicited the following information. The school would be att-nded by 
630 pupils. Twelve of the Jewish notables have pledged themselves to contribure 
about £57 a year towards the maintenance c* the school, and another member of 
the community has promised in writing to grant for a poriol of flve years premises 
for the purposes of the school, free of cha-ge. The Executive Committee is col- 
lecting further information on the subject of the proposed schoo! defore making 
any recommendation to the Council. 7 

Mr. M. Duparc, the Clerk t» the Council, read a let‘er from the Foreign Offic» 
on the persecution of the Jews in Bagdal, dated December 7, 1889, a cooy of which 
appeared ia the Jewish Chronicle of December 13th, statiog “ that the Vali had been 
traneferred toanother post.” Mr. Duparc called attention to the fact that announce- 
ments had appeared in the press stating that the Governor of Bagdad, who was sup- 
posed to have been removed to an unimportant town, had been appointed Governor- 
General of Syria, an office of higher importance. He had caused a private telegram 
to be at once despatched to Constantinople as to the correctness of the statement 
which had, however, been confirmed. 

The CHAIRMAN said that it wonld come asa matter of surprise to the Council 
that Mus'apha Assym Pasha,who was supposed to have been dismissed had in reality 
been promoted. It was a delicate question whether the Council should take 
any further action in the matter, and also whether it would be necessary to act in 

conjunction with the Board of Deputies. 

The Rev. A. Lowy said that the correspondents of the Association in Syria 
would certainly be on the gui rive, and would at once communicate any act: of 
oppression of the newGovernor. Unless he acted prejudi tially to the Jews it would 
be a mistake to trouble the Foreign Office again. 

The CHAIRMAN said the point was whether it would not come asa matter of 
surpriee also to the Foreign Office to learn that they had been misinformed, and 
whether it was not the duty of the Council t» lay such intellivence as was in their 
possess on before the Foreign Office. 

Mr. H. A, FRANKLIN said that the matter had now becom: simply a matter of 
“ Home Government " at Con-tantinople, and was scarcely a concern of the Foreiz 
Office. The transfer of Mas*apha As-y.n Pasha might be what was knowa ia "th 
as the process of “kicking up stairs.”

On the subject of emigration to the Argentine Republic Mr. Daniel Schlos 
ee that Mr. David Hassan should be asked to formulate some plan, and Mr. 
D. F. Schloss suzgested that the Council should establish an office or agency at 
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Buenos Ayres for the assistance of emigrants. 

Mr. DANIEL SCHLOss pointed out that the establishment of an agency might 
reasonably be regarded as an encouragement, on the part of the Association, to 
emigration to the Argentine, whereas the Council should steadfastly set their faces 
against such emigration. 

Mr. H. LANDAU said that the large number of Russian Jews who had left for 
the Argentine pointed to the conclusion that the emigration was systematic, 
and he supposed that it had been directly and strongly encouraged by the so-called 
emigration agencies. Few of the emigrants left without means, and it was to the 
interests of the agencies to encourage them t» go. He could submit a string of 
twenty names of agents between Russia, Hamburg, and London, who were bat so 
many rogues in league and in communication with each other for the fleecing of 
poor travellers, There were even women in London who were the agents for con- 
signirg females to Buenos Ayres. He complained that the Council were “ straining 
at a gnat and swallowing a camel” in not stamping oat such proceedings, instead 
of only interesting themselves in far less important matters. A grand chance had | 
been offered to the Council of encouraging a systematic emigration of the persecut:d 
Russians to Canads and it had been throwo away. M. Loeb during his visit to 
London had informed him that a number of Jews whom he had consalted had not 
encouraged the scheme. Emigration to Canada would hive far more aivantages 
than to the Argentine Republic. 

Mr. Oswatp J. Simon said that he believed Mr. Landau was under a mis- 
apprehension as to the result of M, Loeb's visit to London. Mr. Loeb conveyed a 
different impression to him to what he had seemed to have left upon the mind of Mr, 
Landau. He agreed with Mr. Landau that the sphere of the Association was far 
wider than some membera of the Council seemed to imagine, and he regretted that 
‘the Association in its corporate capacity had not been able to do anythiog for the 
Jews in Russia. He strongly opposed the idea of sending an accredited agent to the 
Argentine, and thought it was the duty of the Council to oppose emigration to that 
quarter of the globe, 

Mr. F. :.H. Harnvey-SAMUEL said it was to be presumed that the emigration to 
the Argentine, to which he was opposel, was organised through regular channels, 
avd he would suggest that a sub-committee should be appointed to consider what 
steps should be taken to check and to counteract them. 

Mr. H. G, LovusaDA suggested that the Alliance Israélite of Paris should be 
c sulted in the matter, and that the discussion oa the subject should be adjourned 
until their reply bad been received. 

After a further discussion in which the Chairman, the Rev. A. Léwy, and 
Messrs. D. Schloes, H. G. Lousada, H. A. Franklin, and F. B. Halford took part, it 
was resolved that subject to the reply of the Alliancs Israclite, and to the approval 
of the Executive Committee, the Counc’! should, thrungh the medium of the press, 
express its strong disapproval of emigration to the Argentine Republic. 

On the motion of Mr. F. Il. HArvey-SAMUEL, seconded by Mr. Oswa.Lp J, 
S1MON, it was resolved that the Executive Committee should be requested to ascer- 
tain, as far as possible, what means were usel to encourage emigration to the 
Argentine and wha’ steps could be taken to check it. Mr. Harvey-Samuel pointed 
out that the discussion on thesuabject which appeared in the press would not reach 
those who were primarily interested in it—the emigrating classes. 

Mr. H. LANDAU suggested that the firm of Messrs. Murietta and Co. might bave 
great power for good on the spot, and if the Council wished it he could place them in 
correspondence with a gentleman who had great inflaence with the firm. 

On the motion «f Mr. OSWALD J, SIMON it was resolved that a letter of con- 
gratulat'‘on should be sent to Sir Albert Sassoon, one of the vice-Presidents of the 
Association, on his being made a Baronct. 

The financial statement was read and adopted. The statement shewed that in 
aiditi n to a balance of £61, the income during the mmth of December included 
subscriptions, £32; remittances from branches, £52; and legacy, £200. The ex- 
—— included school grants, £180; salaries, &c, £23; l-aving a balance of 
£121. 

On the recommendation of the Executive Committee, subventions of £100 to 
the Bombay Schoo!, for the first half of 139), and £40 to the Phillipp»polis School 
were renewed,

their sentiments, to make them valued citizens and good patriots. To that end the 
primary work of the Association is the establishment of schools. We do not wish 
to pauperise or to enrich those living in the East, but we wish to enrich their 
mind. We have often heard it said, “ Charity begins at home.” This is true but 
it should not stop at home. Asa rule those, who contribute to charities abroad 
are also conspicuous for their munificent donations at home, whilst those who do 
not give abroad, do not at home. Through the Anglo-Jewish Association everyone 
is enabled to fulfil the duties incumbent on him towards those of his relatives and 
friends who are left behind in their land, and to prepare for them a hapry ani 
So future. That well-known book, “ Uncle Tom's Cabin,” Jopicted the 
orrors of slavery. But that work is due partly to fiction and to exagyeration. 
More harrowing tales of per ecution and misery, based on reality and facts, are told 
in the pages of the reports of the Anglo-Jewish Association, of the bulletios «f the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle, Read them and you will enthusiastically respond to 
our appeal, and help us to rescue our brethren, the white slaves of civilized Europe. 
Mr. D AVIGDOR, who was also heartily welcomed, pointed out the necessity of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association being supported not only by the subscription of a few 
prominent members, but by the sympathy and money of all intelligent Jews living 
in countries where freedom and equality of creeds had taken the place of the oppres- 
sion and intolerance universal a century ago and still existing in Rossia and 
Roumania, Only by the co-operation of all Jews could the shackles which still 
fettered our coreligionists in those countries be eventually kaocked off. He then 
compared the very lavish support given to the Alliance Israélite Universelle by 
French people to the meagre subscriptions raised ‘in rich and prosperous England, 
and pointed out that even the large sums collected by the Alliance together with 
the smaller subventions of the Anglo-Jewish Association were quite insufficient to 
do more than cultivate a very small portion of the vast field which urgently 
demanded attention, work, and funds, Moreover, it was a painful thing to contem- 
plate the poor results of the eubscriptions among a people so religious and charitable 
as the English, in comparison to those raised by the French who had often been 
accused of indifferentism and free-thinking. He paid a tribute to the great services 
rendered to the Anglo-Jewish Association by the zeal and devotion of the Rev. A. 
Lowy, its late secretary, to whose organising power such success as the Association 
had obtained was largely due. But its Executive Committee was, unfortunately 
compelled through the want of means to turn a deaf ear to many applications, to 
have many schools badly supported, or not supported at all, and to postpone 
indefinitely the opening of schools in places where they were urgently needed. 
The sums contributed were spent in the most useful manner, and by maintaining 
the principle that every locality asking for help towards education should itself do 
something to forward that object,a guarantee was obtained that the money sent 
from this country was not wasted. Periodically, and at frequent intervals, the 
schools were visited by members of the Association who might be travelling in the 
East, by other friends, or by English Consuls or Vice-Consuls, and the results of 
such visits had always shown that though improvements were in many cases possible, 
a high standard was attained and it might be safely stated that not a sixpence of 
the funds was wasted. To go astep further than primary education, and to fit the 
boys by technical training to become useful members of society and to gain a living 
by honest work, was a chief object of the Association, but one which want of funds 
prevented being carried out except in a very limited manner indeed. Mr. d’Avigdor 
concluded by a warm appeal to thove presen’ to subscribe to the good work, pointing 
out what good results had already been achieved with the small funds at the 
di-posal of the Council. 
A collection was at once made which resulted in donations amounting to

THE PROPOSED SYNAGOGUE AND PROVIDENT SOCIETY 
IN EAST LONDON, 
A meeting of the Fxecutive Committee of the United Synagogue was held on 
Tuesday to consider the draft scheme for the foundation of a Synagogue and 
Provident Society in East London, an abstract of which we published last week. 
Lord Rothschild had intended, and greatly desired, to preside at the meeting, 
but was prevented attending owing to an attack of influenza, The scheme, with 
a few tlight alterations, was adopted nem, con, and it was arranged that it 
should be distributed at once to members of the Council, who will be specially 
convened to consider the Report on Tuesday the 2!st. 


WuirecuapeL Free Liprary.—At a meeting of the Whitechapel Board of 
Works held on Monday, Mr. T. Catmur submitted a list of proposed Commissioners 
for the management of the Free Library in Whitechapel. Mr. Catmur urged that 
the Commissioners should include a member of the Jewish community, as there 
could be no doubt that the Library would be very largely used by the Jewish rate- 
payers of the district. They would therefore require on the Commission a gentleman 
possessed of a thorough knowledge of Hebrew Literature,and conversant,also,with the 
habite and customs of his coreligionists, eo as to enable the Commissioners to make 
those provisions which they deemed necessary to euit the convenience of Jewish 
readers, Forthis :eason he propored Mr. M, Van Thal as one of the Commissioners, 
Mr. Jotn Harris, C.C., while sorry to disagree in any particular with the otherwise 
excellent list submitted by Mr.Catmur, moved the substitution of the name of Mr. 
Morris Abrabams for that of Mr. Van Thal. Mr. Abrahams was better qualified to 
represent the Jewish community on the proposed Commission. He was a member 
of the Couccil of the United Synagogue, a most popular caterer for the people in 
East London, and had for several years held various offices in the local government 
of Whitechapel. Mr. Catmur, while agreeing with Mr. Harris as to the qualifica- 
tions of Mr. Abrahams for the position, ssid that if his name had been left out of the 
list it was simply owing toa misunderstanding. The fact was that he was under 
the impression that it was the wish and the intention of Mr, Abruhams to give up 
all public service in Whitechapel, and he had toa certain extent respected his wishes 
by not placing his name on the l'st he had prepared. Mr.Karamelli and Mr. J.A,Teilfer 
also spoke in warm terms ofthe many public services rendered in the past by Mr. 
Abrahams, and the lossthat would result to the Commission should Mr, Abrabams 
fail tobe appointed. Mr, Abrahams said that he was by no means anxious to be 
elected a Commissioner, It was quite true he was giving up his public duties as 
far as possible, but he would rather withdraw his name in favour of other gentle- 
men who bad workei harder for the cause of the Free Library than he had. At 
the earnest solicitation of many members, however, Mr. Abrahams was even- 
tually induced toallow himself to be pus in nomination with the result that he was 
elected a Commissioner by 24votes to I. 

JEWISH SCHOOLS’ Boor Funp.—The firat annual report of the Jewish Schools’ 
Boot Fund has just been issued to the donors and subscribers. Upon a point of 
discussion raised in our columns, the report states: ‘“‘ With the valuable advice 
of Mr. Walter Abrarams, samples of boots were obtained from five firms, (3 Jewish 
and 2 Christian) and with some slight alterations the tender of Messrs. Pocock 
Bros, was accepted, as being the cheapest and most serviceable of those sent in 
for competition, and 1,400 pairs were ordered” and distributd to the schools 
selected. ‘The income for the year from donations and subscriptions was £267 15s. ; 
the cost of the boots was £225, and a balance of £50 was car:ied forward to the 

current year. 


JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


_ Mr. J. Heckscher read a paper last Sunday at a meeting of the Jews’ College 
Literary Soc'ety on Prof. Daniel Sanders. Dr. M. Friedlander presided. 

Mr. HecKscuER who took as the motto of his paper ‘ A:Second Daniel,” eaid 
that at all times nations as well as individuals have been wont to take a particular 
p ide in those of their race or family who turned out to be great geniuses, While 
Englishmen jastly boasted of Dr. Johnson, and the French of Littre he would 
srek to prove that Germans are equally entitled to the privilege of regarding with 
pride the man whose portrait kindly drawn for him by Miss Gertrude Marks 
(daughter of Mr. B. 8S. Marks) adorned the meeting room that evening. He referred 
to Professor Dr. Daniel Hendel Sanders, the greatest living Lexicographer of Ger- 
many, and perhaps the Nestor of all existing lexicographers. Being a Jew, his 
coreligionists take of course particular interest in him and are justly proud of 
the scholar who sheds such lustre upon their race, and whose recent 7th birthday 
(duly no‘iced at the time in the Jewish Chronicle) produced many manifestations 
in Germany and elsewhere, from the Sovereign to the school-boy. Daniel Sanders 
wes born at Altstrelitz in November, 1819, and the cradle of his learning was the 
Jewish School at Altstrelitz, where he had as teachers Dr. J. Lehfeldt, the Principal, 
and the late Joseph Zedner. Great must have been the delight of his father when 
the son on his return from the University of Halle, where he studied (haviog 
previously matriculated at Berlin) was chosen, at the age of 23 years, Headmaster 
of the very Jewi-h School in which he had received his first education. Under his 
guidance it boame a flourishing establishment ; even Christians sent their children 
thither for instruction, Speaking of Dr. Santers’ early literary work Mr. Heck- 
scher mentioned his pamphlet on the first portion of Grimm's Dictionary of 
the German language, in which the fature lexicographer, while paying a just 
tribute to the eminence of the brothers Grimm, severely criticised their production 
as utterly wrong in its entire conception and in a great measure also in its execu- 
tion. This pamphlet caused a great sensation, and Sanders was most vehemently 
accused of heresy and audacity. These attacks were answered by Sanders in a 
second pamphlet on the appearance of the further portion of Grimm's Dictionary. 
He was then approached by the publishing firm of Weber in Leipsic with the object 
of his compiling euch a dictionary as he had suggested. This offer was accepted, 
and Sanders puolished his “‘ Programm eines Worterbuches der deutschen Sprache,” 
this being followed two years later by his “ Katechismus der deutschen Ortho- 
grapbie,” At the end of 1559 appeared the first parts of his “ Dictionary.” The 
final portion of that gigantic work, consisting of more than 350,000 words, and 
illustrated by copious but judicious examples from all eminent writers, was com- 
piled and published in 1865. Well did Professor Hugo voa Meltzl describe the 
dictionary and the subsequent “Fremdwirterbucb,"’ as colossi and Sanders’ 
example as perhaps unique ia the history of science. To these two books was added 
another Colossns, the “ Ergiinzungswérterbuch,” and upon there three works the 
most modern High German is at present based.  Freiligrath designated Sanders’ 
dictionary ‘‘a monument of German genius, German knowledge, German assiduity, 
and German profundity, of which there are but few examples.” And he pointed 
out how in that work, from the writings of Luther, Sanders .“‘ parsues step by 
step with a masterly and perfect command of the immense material, the develop- 
ment of book-language down to the finest points.” So highly was Sanders’ work 
appreciated by the Prussian Government that, in convening the Orthographical 


Conference at Berlin in January, 1874, it invited him to bs: a member of that 
bod 


The lecturer then dealt in an exhaustive manner with Dr. Sanders’ treatment 
of the grammar and the orthography of the German language, instancing his explan- 
ations of the uses, meanings, and spelling of a variety of words, and he further gave 
a brief description of his other writings. These includea monthly periodical which 
Sanders has for the last three years published at Hamburg under the title of 
Leitschrift fiir die deutsche Sprache ; likewise a dictionary of sporting terma, which 
is appearing in the German sporting gazette, D-r Weidman. The number of 
valuable lexicographicil and grammatical works supplied by the veteran philologist 
is enormous. There are no fewer than 2% on the German language, and |! on mis- 
cellaneous subjects, He translated the song of Solomon “ Das hohe Lied Salomonis,” 
which after appearing in Busch’s “ Kalender fiir die Israeliten,’ in 1854, was after- 
wards published in book form in 1866, passiog through a second edition in 1888. 
This translation is placed by some great Oriental scholars even above that of 
Riickert. A laudable trait in his character is his filial piety, which led him to 
dedicate his first important work to his father and in part to a Greek friend. 
To his teacher Zedner, with whom he maintained a close correspondence, he 
dedicated his ‘‘ Heitere Kinderwelt.” His “ Fiirs Deutsche Haus,’ an anthology 
from the Bible and the model Greek and Roman writers, is a charming collec- 
tion, and the author emphasises the fact that the education of the people is 
based on the Bible and that of the scholar on the old classics. Several pasrages 
from the Bible have also undergone translation at the hands of Dr. Sandera. 
The lecturer recited the celebrated and clever skit published in 1880, “ Die 
beiden Apostel,” and in his concluding remarks he said: Sanders’ memory is a 
marvel and there is this great merit in all his writings that although himself 
a scholar, he has handed down his store of learning in a popular garb. He 
scientifically popularises science and thus provides a rich source, not only for 
those whose learning knows how to tap it, but also for students thirsting for 
knowledge. In one of his recent lettera to me he wrote: “When I look back 
on all these works of mine, and many others not mentioned, and on my life up 
till now, I may well say with the Psalm of Moses, ‘The days of our years are 
three score and ten, but if in vigour they reach eighty, their pride is trouble 
and sorrow, for full soon it is cut off and we flee.’ And although it was trouble 
and labour which have only produced what was necessary for life, yet it was 
delicious to me and I am fully satisfied and happy, if I may so infer from the 
recognition I have received, that I did not live, strive, and work, quite in vain for 
the German nation.” 

The usuai discussion was opened by the Rev. Dr. H. Adler, who expressed his 
eatisfaction at Mr, Heckscher having joined in researches in the domaia of Hebrew 
literature. He complimented the lecturer on his able and interesting paper, and 
called himself so to speak a fellow pupil with Sanders, he having also been under 
the tuition of the late Joseph Zedner. Dr. Adler called attention to Sanders’ 
“ Geschichte der neugriechischen Poesie,” wherein the author quoted in/er alia, the 
ray’ IMS aud the Wfrom the Passover H»gada, which he found repro- 
duced in Greek popular songs. Dr, Adler referred also, as Mr. Hecksher had done 
in bis paper, to Sanders’ patriotism. 

Mr. I. ZANGWILL and Mr. 8, ScuecnTerR offered up a few observations on 
grammatical points. 

Dr. FRIEDLANDER, in thanking Mr. Heckscher on behalf of the meeting for his 
interesting paper, said he had been glad to learn that Sanders dutifully carried out 
the behest of obedience to one’s parents, for although he himself was not inclined 
to become a echolar he yielded to his father’s wishes in this respect, Dr. Fried- 
linder impressed this example on his pupils and ou parents and guardians, and then 
dwelt on the enormous labours of a compiler of a dictionary such as the one pro- 
duced by Sanders. 

The vote of thanks to Mr. Heckscher was carried amid loud cheers and was ac- 
knowledged by the lecturer, who added a few remarks on some of the sabjects 
brought under notice during the discussion.

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INAUGURATION OF THE DALSTON JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


On Sunday last the Dalston Jewish Schools in Birkbeck Road, Sandringham 
Road, Dalston, were formally inaugurated by Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P. Amongst 
those present were the Revs. Dr. H. Adler, H. Gollancz, M. Haines, M. Hyamson, J, 
Kohn-Zedek, D, Kohn-Zedek, and S. Munz; Dr. Hirsch, Messrs P. N. Casper, M. D. 
Davis, L. Lion, 8. H. Valentine, M. Dupare, 8. Trenner, M. Levy President of the 
Schools, D. Sandgrovnd, Vice-President, M. Freedman Treasurer, 5S. L. Lion, 
Honorary Secretary, M. Greenberg, President of the Synagogue. and Messrs. Dd. 
Greenberg and I. Levy. Wardens. The schoolroom was gaily decorated with flags, 
&e.. lent by Messrs. Defries and Sons, whilst on the wall was a device “ Welcome 
to the Member for the Tower Hamlets "in gold and enamel letters. Prior to the 
service in the Synagogue, Mr. Montagu “fixed” a tablet recording the fact that 
the schools were formally opened on that day. 

The proceedings in the Synagogue commenced with the reading of the Afternoon 
Service by the Rev. Mr. Manné, after which a choir composed mainly of boys attend- 
ing the Schools, under the direction and tuition of Mr. L. Freedman, sang Psalm 
xxx. and cxxviii, The singing of jhe boys was excellent, especially considering the 
impromptu organisation of the choir. 

The Rey. Dr. Hermann Adler then delivered an address of which the following 
is an abstract :— 

The ceremony at which we are now engaged is not so much the inauguration 
of these schools as ai thanksgiving to Almighty God, that He has 
thus far prospered your work, anda service of prayer that His loving kindness 
may be with you in the future so that the work of your hands may thrive and flourish. 
No duty is inculeated with greater emphasis by our religion than that of training 


our children in the fear ar.d love of God and the knowledge of their religion. When _ 


God was about to reveal His design to Abraham, what was the merit which induced 
this gracious manifestation! “1 have loved him, for he will command his children 
and his children’s children after hin. that they will keep the way of the Lord to do 
righteousness and judgment,” thus warning us that we cannot win the favour of 
God unless we make the religious instruction of our children our first care, and 
regard it as the highest obligation that devolves upon us. And this same lesson is a 
parple thread which rans throughout the Sacred Scripture. When Israel was yet 
in Egypt they were impressed with the importance of instructing their children in 
the ordinances of the Lord. As we hear these precepts the question presses itself 
upoa us: Are we labouring with sufficient and adequate zeal for the religious 
education of our children! For the children of our working classes ond our poorer 
brethren, much is done. Witness the Free School with its thousands, Jewish 
schools in every district; Religious Classes in connection with Board Schools, 
conducted in London by the Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. 
I do not pretend that the Hebrew and religious instruction in these Schools and 
Classes is perfect.yet some endeavour is made,the re is some guarantee that the teachers 
are efficient. A Code has been drawn up for the guidance of the teachers, there 
is regular inspection and examiners are sppointed to test the work. But in respect 
to the religious instruction of the middle classes there are serious defects. In too 
many cases the first master who presents himself i+ considered good enough for 
teaching Hebrew and religion. No certificate of competency is demanded or pro- 
duc:d—lowness of terms being often viewed as the main recommendation. What 
is the result of such sordid, misplaced economy? Can pupils grow up with affection 
and reverence for a faith, the meaning of which they either do not understand or 
which has been presented to them as a ciricatmre ; distorted or maimed by instruc- 
tors who bave perforined their task in a sleepy, mechanical, and perfunctory fashion! 
Some years ago classes were established in connection with Jews’ College for 
instruction in H« brew and religion on the same lines as Religions-Schulenin Germany, 
but they were not successful, and for obvious reasons. The distances are eo 
enormous in this city. How difficult after school to snatch a hasty 
meal, rush out again and then to return late for preparing to-morrow s 
lessons. An excellent measure, the establishment of Religion Classes in connection 
with our Synagogues, has been started; the classes usually meet for two hours on Sun- 
day mornings. This is quite sufficient for ob'aining religious knowledge but is quite 
inadequate for Hebrew, especially for the study of the Prayer Book, Pentateuch and 
other portions of the Bible. There is a dearth of capable, enthusiastic teachers. Train- 
ingClasses should be instituted for this purpose. There should be some means for test- 
ing the quality and quantity of instruction in Hebrew and Religion imparted at 
home, in day schools and boarding schools. Hebrew should be recognised as a subject 
at the various public examinations heli in connection with the great centres of learning 
in this country, and children should be urged by their parents to present themselves 
for such examinations, so that every inducement be given to our young to devote them- 
selves with as much ardour to the study of Hebrew as they evidence in the acquisition 
of other branches of knowledge. Balaam, the son of Beor, our Rabbins tell us, proved 
his cleverness by the answer he gave to the nations of the earth when they came to 
enquire how they might succecd in destroying the Hebrews from off the face of the 
earth—never, said he, so long as you hear the lisping of their young children in the 
schools and in the houses of prayer. It mus*, then, be a source of satisfaction to us 
that in establishing these schools, you have fairly grappled with this difficult problem, 
how to provide thorough and adequate religious instruction for our sons and daughters. 
The community at large will aid your efforts and the residents in the district will 
send their children here. What a source of sweet solace will it be to youif hereafter 
you approach the Throne of Judgment, conscious that you have done your duty to 
your children, if you can say: “ Behold, here am I and the children whom the Lord 
hath given me for signs and wonders in Israel,” signs and testimonies of all that 
can be accomplist ed by a careful religious training in a spirit of ANY) ANN ASAN 
Ot’. The aldress was concluded with an earnest exhortation to the children and 
a Prayer to Almighty God.

Palestine. By Major C. R. Conver, D.C.L., R.E., Leader of the Palestine Exploring 


Expedition.—(London : George Philip and Son, 1889).

All this Major Conder has taken 
for his province, bat he is naturally most concerned with the results of Sir 
Charles Wilson's and Sir Charles Warren's observations, and the discovery by a 
Jewish lad of the Siloam inecrption. Everywh-re the explorers found their 
most effective allies amongst the Hebrews. At Hebron their party was greeted 
with curses by the fanatizal Moslems, and owed shelter, food, clothing and fire 
to the hospitality of a Jewish family in the despised suburb to the north of the 
Harao. The Greek Christians have not shown that regard for venerable anti- 
quity which might have been expected.

The surface and ioterior of the soil preserve traces of widely differing 


occupations. At one place Major Conder measures the walle of Ascalon, which 
Richard Cour-de-lion rebuilt, and identities towers mentioned by name in 


Geoffrey de Vinsauff's chronicle, such as the Maiden’s Tower, the Admiral’s, the 


Bedovins’, the Bloody Tower, and the Tower of Sniclde. In low hilia near at 


hand he finds the actual Cave of Adullam, on the tids of the Valley of Elah, first 


discovered by Clermoot-Ganneaun. The cave is a small one, blackened by the 
sinoke of many firee, and scooped in the side of a low hill, on which are remains 
of a former town or village. Major Conder found the terebinth (Elab) still 
growing in the valley, and a poor family living in the cave, who called their 
dwelling-place 'Aidelmii. So in Jerusalem the Siloam inscription records how 
Hezekiah's miners, boring froin thetwoends their subterranean passage through the 
rock, heard eavh other's picke more than 2,500 years ago. Sach jaxtapositions are 
striking and instructive. They exhibit the Bible in its character of a sober 


historical writing, as real as the history of England, and contirmed by the like 


evidences. The folk customs are as unchanging as the main topographical 
features of the land. The great Chief or Emir, in the onsettled parts of Palestine, 
etill dwells in his tent among his followers, leads them out to war, and allies him- 
self to the neighbouring townsmen, with whom, however, he s:orns to inter- 
marry, The sons of the Emir and his daughters (‘ike Leah and Rachel!) tend the 
flocks and herds, and strive at the wells, where countless beasts await their 
turn. The stone memorial ie still raised by the Bedawi as Jacob reared his stone 
at Bethel, and the covenant is sealid with the eating of bread. The following 
passage is interesting in connection with a recent controversy as toa disputed 
reading in the Book of Tobit : — 

* Above Mrgiddo on the west are the barren ridges of Gilboa, were Saul fell 
in battle, and between this and the Carmel range is the V-shaped corn-pluia of 
Esdraelon. In the north-east corner of this plain is the volcauic cone of Nebi 
Dhaby . . named froma little white saint-house on its summit, sacie] to a Mos em 
hero, whose bones are said to have been carried hither from the Kishon by hi: 
dog. Probably he is to be connected with Dhabya el Kelbi (of the Dog) who 
was converted before the Battle of the Ditch, according to Moslem chronicles. 
It is curious that sacred dogs occur more than once in Pulsstince folk-talee, for 
the dog is an unclean beast to the Moslem, while, on the other hand, to the 
Persians it was amongst the most sacred of animals. The Tyrian Hercules was 
accompanied by a dog, and a sculpture which perhaps represents this group is 
still to be seen on the rocks not far from Tyre.” | 

It may be added that the art of the Mashita Palace, east of Heshboa and 
that at ‘Ammao, is unmistakeably of Persian origin or iaflaenced by Persia. A 
similar contribution is made to the question of the genuineness of the Moabite 
Stone. A learned writer (probably the Rev. A. Liwy is referred to), object.d 
that the letters were much sharper than the water-worn surface of the stone, 
and argued thence that they were carved by the forger on an old cippas. Major 
Conder’s experience in respect to a very large nomber of ancient texts 
which he has copied is that the Ietters are generally better preserved than the 
surface. They get filled with mud, and are thus guarded against the weather, 
which wears the surface in which they are cot, 

Major Conder usefully reminds usin another passage of the remains which 
still exist of that important period in the hietory of Judaism, when, after the 
destruction of Jerusalem by Titus, the Talmud was ripening into the form it 
ultimately assumed. In the Galilean mountains and oa the shores of Genn-ear t 
he describes ruins of long synagoguer, divided into walks by rows of pillars, and 
having generally tle entrance doors on the south. At the doorway end are two 
double columns, titted to give extra support, and conjectured to have been the 
bearers of the women’s gallery. He speaks also, but without having scen it, of 
a wild torchlight daace of Jews which occars anoually round the tomb of Bar 
Jochai in tLe mountain fartaess of Mei:fia ; and comparing the large finds of 
rude stone mozuaments (like the Druidicring of Stonehenge in England) and 
idols, sculptared seals and rings in the districts neighbouring to Palestine with 
their almost total absence in Jud, itself he traces the difference to the religious 
zeal which induced the God-fearing Jews to destroy or reject the embleins of 
the superstitious rites by which they were surrounded. Thus we have both 
negative and positive testimony to the accuracy of the Biblical record.

Counsels of perfection are rare, and with very many thinzs in this world 
something less than the best proves good enovgh for all practical purposes. 
Historical novels, however, are among the exceptions. Here, emphaticaily if 
anywhere, “ the corruption of th best is the worst,” and when one considera 
how much must go to the waking of the beet—that a historical novel, to fulfil 
itself, must eatiefy, at one and the same time, a taste for fiction and a 
talent for fact, must mate the past with the present, and the ideal with the 
real in apjatriog harmony—one’s wonder is less at the failures than at the 
attempts, 

* The story of how Judas and his brothers led the inovement which rescued 
the Jewish faith from peril, is the story,” say the authors in their preface, 
“which we have «ndeavoured to tell in this volume.” And told it is in all 
good faith, with a commendable appreciation of that heroic episode of Jewish 
patriotisin and with the historic accuracy which can be got up from diligent 
perusal of the generally accessible literature on the subject. And yet to our 
reading, as history certainly, and as story perhaps, it fils. The shadowy 
“ Hammer” who flits across a canvase, crowded with avowedly “ subsidiary ant 
fictitious characters,” and whom we leave at the last “ broken on therack,”’ is not 
somehow our own righteously and rightfully triumphant Judas, the Maccabee, 
And it is surely, at the least, a dramatic error, if even it does not involve a 
seriously wrongful historic impression, to let the curtain be rung down on 
that temporary repulse at the “Jewish Tbermopylae.” The true climax and 
close of any history of the “ Maccabean ‘imes,”” whatever it may be of their 
“story is certainly not defeat and death. The true and fitting and dramatic 
end should come with the victorious re-occupation of the Capital and the recon- 
secration of the Temple; or the curtain might be lifted again to the epilogue, half 
a centary later, to see Aristobulus, the heir in the third generation, sitting, safe 
and erthroned, sovereign and priest of a liberated Judea. And one might 
further grumble that the Mattathias, who joins rather than leads and forms the 
ragged little colony of patriots among the hills, and who, where 80 mach is fiction, 
is yet not let unfurl that legendary Macecabean flag with its inspiring motto, 
who sentences a culprit and receives his “ coufession of faith ‘ Hear oh Israel, 
the Lord thy God is one Lord’” with no farther correction than “ the Lord take 
thee unto Abraham's bosom, my son,” and who dies without that dying speech 
of prospective and retrospective heroisin to which we have all thrilled, is hardly 
the Mattathias of Modin whom we have hitherto known. 

The story part, with its Greek “ local colouring,” makes pretty reading, and 
both in movement and in dialogue the Hellenist iofluences of the time on 
priests aod people are very vividly brought home to us. We are shown ia 
modern colloquial English, if anything too terse and colloqatal for the period, how 
diversely these influences aff sct the different characters, making apostates of the 
fushionably inclined, and martyrs of the more earnest folk. Very ekilfully is 
tuis point brought out in the case of the impressionable Micah and of his sister, 
Hannah, who is the heroine, aud a very noble, though it must bs owned a very 
short lived one, of this revised edition of toe Maccabees—her death occurring 
betore we have got a third of the way through the book. The robber, Benjamin, 
strikes us also as very life-like in his loyalty to the spirit, and his r-volt from 
the letter of the Law as interpreted by the Chasidim, “ the spiritual ancestors of 
their degenerate descendants, the Pharisees,’ as our authors somewhat roundly 
and impartially dab that mach maligned and infinitely varying sect. 

As he finishes his task the reviewer closes the volume with a grateful 
sense of the frankly appreciative spirit in which the authors have presented 
this phase of Jewish history to English readers, but with nevertheless the 
strengthened conviction that thcre is somethicrg beyond this, s»mething 
beyond even a conscientiously acquired familiarity with the very form and 
hadit of the times which, assumiog that such historical stories need to be 
written, is needed to the successful writing of them. 


A HEBREW PRAYER BOOK FOR THE BLIND. 

Mr. H. Frees. of 7. Woodroffe Terrace, Harrow Road (himself afflicted with 
blindness), has rendered a signal service to his Jewish fellow sufferers. With 
infinite pains (with the kind assistance of the Rev. Isaac Samuel) he has prepared 
a Prayer Book according to Braille’s well-known system of reading books for the 
blind, Several pages have been submitted for our inspection. The difficulties 
presented by the Hebrew alphabet, with its vowel points, have been remarka'ly 
well overcome. Even one unfamiliar with Braille’s eystem can distinguish and appre- 
ciate the manner in which these difficu'ties have been surmounted. But the best 
testimony to Mr. Frees’s ingenuity is afforded by the circumstance that Prof. 
Gardner, of the College for the Blind, has, we understand, been so much impressed 
with the excellence of the Hebrew Prayer Book that he has requested Mr. Frees t» 
prepare an Arabic reading book ona similar plan, and Mr. Frees has accordingly 
set himself the task of learning Arabic to carry out the suggestion. It is well- 
known that the proportion of the blind is rather-large in the East owing to th» 
wide prevalence of ophthalmia ; and an edition of the Koran would be eagerly 
welcomed by the blind Mahommedan. Mr. I. D, Mocatta has, with his usual 
generosity, contributed £25 for the purpose of distributing copies of the Prayer 
Book among pcor Jewish blind persons. 


OFMr. MARTIN ConEN.—We regret t> announce the sudden death on 
Monday last of Mr. Martin Cohen, ons of the few Jewish natives of Denmark who 
have settled in London. Mr. Cohen was born at Fredericksberg, twelve miles from 
Copenbagen, where he spent bis early youth. Thence he went to the capital, where 
he acquired a literary repu ation by his numerous writings on religion and other 
subjects. His travels through nearly all the principal towns of Europe made him an 
excellent linguist and enabled him to becoins well versed in the literature of various 
countries. He settled in London thirty-one years ago, and in April 1562 was 
married to Jacobine Meyer of Copenhazen. For many years he has ben engaged 
on the preparation of two important religious works, which it is hoped will a ter 
distant date be publishe?. The time which he devoted to the writing of these 
works was never taken from his daily occupations. Mr. Cohen frequently contri- 
tributed interesting information to the Jem: L Chronicle on Jews aad Ju laism Li 
Denmark, and a chort time ago a pamphlet ‘Until he (Judah) cometh t» Shiloh 
was publisbed as a reply to various letters which had appeared ia the Jewish Pr ss. 
He leaves a widow and four daughters to mourn his loss, The intermeat took place 
yesterday at the Portuguese Cemetery, Mile End, in the presence of many friends 
and admirers of the deceased.

Mr. Henri Hartog, of Hall, has added another t» those delightful little sketches 
for strings, quite in the most gracious style of the gracefnl French school, by which 
hs will be known to many ama‘ears.. Hisnew Bonheur,a ‘Gavotte Sérénade,” is 
in the usual form of a delicate pizzicafo theme, well contrasted with a flowing 
meloly for the violoncello first, and then the other strings. It is very tastefully 
scored, and is no’ less effective for violin aid piano. or for the last-named instru- 
meut alone, it being published in both forms by Schott and Co. Mr. Hartog’s

GERMANY. 


Professor Virchow, the famous pathologist, lately took occasion to condemn in 
the Town Council of Berlin a pamphlet written by a defeated anti-Semitic candidate 
at the last municipal elections. The writer appearel to sent a danger to the city 
in the fact of t venty Jews having been returnei on the Council, and he viole:tly 
abused the Jews in general. He accosted Professor Virchow ani demanded the 
withdrawal of the hostile criticisms pronounc d on the pamphict, Tris demand 
the Professor refused to comply with. Tue next step of the author was to challe ge 
the Professor to a duel, a ckallenge which he contemptuous!y rejected with a shrug 
of the shoulders. 

The late Herr Fedor Ring has bequeathed $70,000 marks for the erection of a 
hospitaland an asylum for aged people at Kosel. Tie iustitution is to be open 
to all without distinction of creed. 

The death is announced of the Rev. WH. Berggriio, First Roader of tho 
Hanover Hebrew Congregation, which to.k place a few days ago. The deceased was 
one of the most distinguished ani able Readers of the present t'me anl an ascon- 
plished musician, gifted with a very powerful basso-baritone voice. He was born 
at Warsaw, His first post was at Posen, thesce he went to Teplitz, and 
afterwards was called to Hanover where he officiated for twenty years, For his mocest 
demeanour and blameks: character he was highly beloved and esteemed by all the 
members of his congregation. He was the composer of some sacred hymns, and was 

wice elected Pres dent of the Hanover Kiiastier Verein. He died at the compara- 
tively early age uf 53, and leaves a widow and severs! children.

which he obtained in recogaition of his successful exertions in improving railway 
communications between Kast Holland and the nearest Prussian loca ities. Heer 
Duagare officially received the congratalati ns of the Provincia! Governm nt on the 
morning of the anniversary.

A. Joseph, M.L.C., presided at the ceremony, and gave a short 
history of the ic stitution, the inceptionef which wa: due to the Rev. A. B. Davis, who 
as far back as 1881 collected more than £800 forsnc: a Home. The Montetiore ©: n- 
tenary gave a fresh impetus to the scheme. Subscriptions were invi ed and heartily 
responded t) by all classes, so that within a shor: time over £2.00 was collecte 
The late Mr. J. W. Levy left a manificen: bequest of £1,000. It was considered that 
a sum of not less than £10,000 wonaid be required ty ercet asuitavle builling, ani 
the late Mr. Levy offered that as soon as £3.)") were subscribed he woald contributes 
£2,000; but, if it were decided to initiats the undertaking on a smaller seale, he 
would contribute £1,000. Unfortunately, he was not spared to carry out in life his 
good intentions. The conditions of tue beqaest had been complied with, and the 
bequest itselt had b eo supplementei generonsly by the widow of tre deceased gen- 
tleman, With the icstitution had been incorporated the Jewish Philanthropic 
Society and the Urphan Society, and by their amalgamation they were better able 
to apply the bequest of the late Moses Joseph, of Londor, who bequeathed £500), on 
condition that the two institutions were merged int» one. ‘The cost of the tiome as it 
now stood, wa¢ about £5,500 for the buildingani land ooly, and owing to the lberality 
of subscribers thie was entirely paid fr to the present point. Tie Rev. A. B. Davis, 
who aleo addressed the meeting, mentioned that the first donation he received was 
from a Christian gentleman, and was to tse amount of £10, When in England he 
wrotetothe Jewish Chronicle for ad, but Mr. F. D. Mocat‘a said it was no use 
doing that, as the people at home would not believe that there were people in Sydaey 
who were in want of a home, or that there were any poor people ia Syd cy. He 
found that view to be correct, but on rep esentations being made several large dona- 
tions were forthcominz, amounting to between {700 and £800, and were forwarded. 
to New South Wales. The Hon, Jutian Sa omon:, .C., M.LC., expressed his approval 
of the completion cof the work by increasing hi< cuatribution from £25 to £10), 

PALESTINE. 

The Greek Archimandrite in Jeru-alem has for sone time been desirous of 
purchasing a cave oa Mount Olivet, which according to tradi ioa is said to 
contain the graves of the Prophets Haggai, Ze:hariah ani Malachi. Torough repre- 
sentations made by influential Jews in Constantinop'e a firma’ was o tained f rom 
the Sultan prvhibiting the purchase. The Archiwmandrite thereupon proposed to 
build a church over the cave; bat a telegram has b en sent t» the Porte, ask- 
ing that this project be also for sidden. 

PERSIA. 

Reports from Ispahan stat> that the Mahomedans having accused the Jews of 
desecrating a mosque, made this charge the ground for an attack on the lives and 
property of our coreligionists, in which taey were encouraged by the authorities, 
Nearly 200 Jews were more or !ess severely injured, As a protection frém further 
outrage the Jewish inhabitauts have locked t-emselves up in their homes, bat this 
precautionary measure lays them open to starvation. One Jew who ventured into 
the streets for the purpose of buying bread was murdered. His corpse remained five 
days in the hands of the Mahomadans, until at length the Jews were able to get 
possession of it. They dared not, however, inter it in the c»metery. 

From the sum of 36,000 marks collected by Dr, Hildersheimer, of Berlin, forthe 
relief of the Jewsin Bagdad who have suffered from the effect: o: the cholera, 
6,000 francs have, with the concurrence of the Alliance, been s-nt to Oormiah and 
Salmas, where, asin other towss of Persia, th: cholera has made great ravares 
among the Jews. 

UNITED STATES. 

At the instance of Dr. Kohler, the Min‘ster, the Temple Beth-El of New York 

~ has re-introduced into the service the ceiebration of Chanucah, There was a special 
service on the Friday evening in Chanucah, at whic a large nambor of the ollicers 
and members of nearly every “up-toan ”’ congrezation attended, The usual inetra- 
mental music was supplemented ty a string ban!. Over the ark uppeared the 
inscription in gas jets “ Chanuka, the Feast of Lights.” Oa Sunday there was a 
Chanucah celevrat:on for the children. The children sang songs, gave recitations, 
and performed on the piano and violin, and received gifts of boxes of sweets. The 
American Hebrew says: This reversion to Jewish custom is al, the more creditable 
on the part of a congregation which is so intimately identified with Radical Reform. 
The very large audience that was attracted to the service on Friday night last 
naturally suggested the reflection whether the Sabbath eve could not be always 
utilised to appeal to the religious sense of thore who are not willing to make the 
sacrifice of attending divite worship on the Sabbath day, and whether this would 
not be a wiser course than conducting Sunday services which inevitably tend to 
crush out all hope of restoring the Sabbath to its pristine glory. Gratifying indeed 


was Dr. Kohler’s Maccaboan call to the binner of Judaism. Terere was little con- 
solation in his discourse for those skim-milk Jews who wish to divest their religion 
as well as themselves of everything Jewish ; nor for thos: who go so far in their 
cringing to alien faiths, as, for instance, to setup Christmas trees in their houses. 

Oae of those striking individualities among the Americaya Jews, who have 
taken considerable part both in warfare and in commercial pursuits has passed 
away by the death of Colonel Isaac Moses, of New York, He was b ra in that 
ce ty ig March, 1819. and was the oldest son of Joshua Moses, a member of the firm 
if Isaac Moses and Son, which established a trade with the Eat Indies and China 
before the Revolutionary war. Colonel Moves sncceeted his fatter in business in 
1837. Shortly after the breaking out of the Civil War he eaterel the army as 
Assistant Adjatant-General on the staff of General Heintze’ min, and remained in 
that p sition until the close of General McClellan's Penicsular cam-aiga. He then 
served on the staffs of Gereral Cadwaleder and General Banks, He retired from 
the army at the end o! the war with the rank of Lieutenant-Clonel. After the 
war he engagedin bnesineses in Galveston, [exis. Colonel Moves retarned to New 
York in 187t, ani establishe!l himeaelf as a broker ani continued in that business 
until his death. He was a member of the Loyal Legion, General 
Washingto. Post, the Society of the Army of the Potoms:, and the Third Army 
Corps Society.

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EVELINA HOSPITAL. 


On Tuesday the Lord Mayor attended the annual children's féte at the Evelina 
Hospital, Southwark Bridge Road. The wards had been very tastefully decorated 
by firemen at the headquarters of the Metropolitan Fire Brigade, opposite the 
Hospital, 

The Hon. ConRAD DiLton (Chairman of the Hospital), addressing th Lord 
Mayor, said the work of the hospital was not very well kaown to the puhlic gene- 
rally, | It was founded by Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild (in memory of his wife 
Evelina, daughter of the late Baron Lionel de Rothschild), for training nurses 
attending to children’s diseases, There were 657 in-patients passing through the 
wards last year, They took in as many children as they could, and treatel them 
while in an acute state, and then passed them on to convalescent homes, The num- 
bers were still going up. The out-patients’ department was allowed to get as full 
as convenient, upwards of 100aday being seen The number during the yar was 
5,500, They took in many children who woul otherwise be excluded from goceral 
hospitals, Although the hospital was very liberally founded by Baron Ferdinand 
da Rothschild, who contributed largely to its income, the in-titution had not 
received the support from the public to which it was entitled. 

Tne Lorp Mayor, in addressing the audievce, spoke of the great benefits con- 
ferred upon the poor by that hospital. Mention had been made of the name of 
Rothschild. That brought to his mind the fact that more than twenty years ago 
a lady, whose memory would always exist among those who knew her—Baroness 
Lionel de Rothschild, the mother of Lori Rothschild—was frequently visiting many 
of the poor, not only amongst her community, but the poor generally, In connec'ion 
with one scholastic institution (Jews’ Free Schoo)), numbering between 3,000 and 
4,000 pupils,she used to go down therealmost weekly and deliver discourses to them 
which were very interesting indeed, and which he (the Lord Mayor) presented to the 
Guildhall Library. In her good work she was very often accompanied by her charming 
daughter. That daughter was named Evelina, after whom that hospital wes called, 
Her death caused great grief to Baron Ferdioand de Rothschild; and if she visited 
the earth, nothing would ple se her spirit more than to see that her name wae 
associated with good works. 


Tue INeLvueNzA.—On making special enqni:ies yesterday at the offices of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, (whose Secretary ha’, we regret to hear, been attacked 
by influenza) we were ioformed that within the last ten days comparatively few 
cases of perso: s suffering from the prevailicg epidemic bave be-n attended to by 
the Board for relief. The majority of the cases reside in and about Greenfield 
street, Yalford Street,and Plumb-rs Row, Whitechapel. The B ard has had to 
deal with several cases of brotchitis,but tnis disea-e is always prevalent »t the present 
period of the year. Since the discoutinuance, tome years ago, of the special medical 
department of the Board it is not qui:e so easy to gather statistics of sick»esa among 
the Jewish poor. many of whom attend the out-patients’ department of the London 
Hospital, the East End Dispensary of the German Hospital, and the East End 
Infi‘maries, ec. In recoguition of the special attention paid to the J- wish poor by 
the parochial medic«! authorities, the Jewish Board of Guardians has, since the 
discontinuance of its own medical department, voted annual gratuities to thore 
medical gentlemen. It wili be rema'kable if the experience of the prevailing 
epidemic should coincide with the experience of previcue epidemics of a more 
serious character, when it was found trat the proportion of sufferers among the 
Jewish poor in the East End was far less than among the general population.
